work to do. An unusually large number of resolutions 

and by-law amendments are on the program, quite a 
proportion of them having to do with reducing or changing 
the fees for registration and transfer, as a measure of 
financial relief to breeders, or to effect some economies 
from the standpoint of the Association. Some of these 
amendments carry with them fundamental changes in 
Association policies, so that there is really much more in- 
volved than the mere determination of what fees shall be 
changed for the services rendered by the Association. 

Transfer Fees 

Two proposals appear regarding transfer fees. Mr. 
L. E. Moh, of Wisconsin, proposes a flat fee of 50 cents. 
This may be intended as a base fee for members, with 
higher fees delayed filing and for non-members, but the 
resolution does not read that way. On the basis of 1931 
business, a flat fee of 50 cents would reduce the income 
of the Association by over $75,000—a financial impossibil- 
ity from the Association’s standpoint. 

Mr. John A. Bell, Jr., Pennsylvania Director, proposes 
to set the fees at $1.00 for members, and $1.50 for non- 
members, with double fees for filing more than three 
months from date of sale. This is a reduction of one- 
third for members and one half for non-members. The 
section authorizing the Board to apportion 50 cents from 
each transfer fee to the state of its origin would be re- 
pealed under Mr. Bell’s proposal. 

On the basis of 1931 business, $101,581.50 was actually 
collected in fees, and approximately $26,236.50 was avail- 
eble to state associations (but not all claimed)—a net of 
$75,345. Under the Bell schedule, the Association would 
have collected $63,484—with no refunds to states—or a 
reduction in net income from this source of $11,861. In 
other words, the individual breeders would have $38,097 
in fees, of which the Association would lose $11,861, and 
the state associations $26,236. The World was opposed 
to the idea of apportionment back to the states when this 
idea was adopted in 1922—and we have since expressed 
our belief on a number of occasions that this money 
would produce more value in extension effort if adminis- 
tered by the National Extension Service with district field- 
men. However, the situation right now is that if the 
refunds are withdrawn from the state associations under 
the present situation, it will mean the collapse of the 
service they are providing, with no National Association 
effort to take it place. In other words, if the Bell amend- 
ment is adopted, the state associations will be ham-strung 
through lack of funds, and the National Association will 
not have the funds avaliable, either, to set up a field 
service by districts to replace the effort the states have 
been putting forth. While we recognize that breeders 
must be given some relief in these times in the matter of 
fees, we think it would be disastrous to discontinue all 
field work, both state and national, and would materially 
delay the return of more prosperous times in our indus- 
try, and would most certainly result in a permanent handi- 
cap in the way of holding our own with the other breeds. 

We agree absolutely, however, that the schedule of 
transfer fees should be changed. The penalty fees for 
non-mmbers are almost confiscatory at present. With 
cattle prices at the present Tevel, few breeders will pay

a $6 transfer fee, with the result that many pure breds 
are going untransfered and their subsequent offspring 
never registered in our Herd Book. Our suggestion would 
be to leave the base transfer fee for members at $1.50— 
it is lower than other breeds are charging for this serv- 
ice. The penalty fee for delayed filing might be reduced 
somewhat for members and the base and penalty fees for 
non-members should be cut down materially. If a bigger 
reduction is made in non-member transfer fees, perhaps 
the states should waive the 50 cent check-off on such 
fees—which would make a further inducement to the 
state association people to get breeders to join the Na- 
tional. In 1931, non-members transferred 7,276 animals, 
so that this suggestions would save the National Associa- 
tion some $3,638 from this source—a helpful saving that 
would not be felt materially by any individual state asso- 
ciation. It would be possible under such a plan to give the 
Association substantially the same net income that the Bell 
proposal would provide; afford relief to breeders where 
the schedule is now burdensome; and at the same time 
avoid the complete breakdown of active work by the state 
associations We sincerely hope that some compromise 
schedule can be agreed upon in this connection. Per- 
haps a temporary suspension of penalty fees for transfer 
would serve the present purpose of providing some imme- 
diate relief and be helpful in retaining on our book ani- 
mals whose future offspring would not be registered other- 
wise. 
Registration Fees 


Mr. Craig of Pennsylvania proposes a straight 25% 
reduction in registration fees—an immediate reduction of 
Association income in the amount of $38,940—based upon 
the number registered in 1931. The relief this would 
afford to any one individual in our opinion would not 
compensate in any degree for this loss of revenue to the 
Association. Mr. Craig has a letter in the Round Table 
this week outlining the reasons for his amendment. We 
would call attention to the fact that our registry fees are 
already lower than any of the other dairy breeds, and were 
rot raised during the period of higher prices. The rate 
for females has not been changed since 1891—the male 
schedule was reduced in 1904 and and has not since been 
amended. The actual average cost of issuing a registry 
or transfer certificate, according to the Secretary’s office, 
is 93 cents, and we can see no logical reason for lowering 
the schedule to a point where we are registering females 
for members—a class which makes up practically half of 
our total number of registrations—at less than cost. It 
seems to us fair to assume that if an animal is not worth 
registering at our present reasonable schedule of fees, it 
probably isn’t worth registering at all. 


Moratorium 


Two relief proposals are advanced calltng for a tem- 
porary moratorium on age-penalty fees for registration. 
Director Mott of Kansas offers a resolution to authorize 
the suspension of all age-penalty fees on females from 
June 1, 1932 to January 1, 1933. The Wisconsin Associa- 
tion sponsors a proposal in the form of an amendment to 
the by-laws calling for a suspension of penalty fees for

Carnation Royal Top at $1225—Eastern Buyers Prominent 


HE Royal Brentwood Sale on May 9 resulted in a 
| total of $24,590 for seventy-four head or an aver- 
age of $332.29. While these values are quite con- 
servative, the general feeling after the sale was that 
the results were fairly satisfactory under present condi- 
tions, and although the price levels of even the better 
animals ranged considerably below a year ago, the 
result must be regarded as reassuring as to the stability 
of Holstein values. The less desirable offerings, of which 
there were a few even in this hand-picked lot, evidently 
suffered by comparison with the rest and _ probably 
brought less than they would have in a commercial sale. 
The consignments came from breeders located in 
twelve states and Canada, and find new homes in eleven 
states and Canada. The attendance was large, as the 
ring view accompanying indicates, although not quite up 
to last year in this respect.

A striking feature of the page of Holstein history 
written by this sale event was the buying support 
recorded by the Eastern States. Analysis of the sale 
results show that Maryland, New York, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania, along the eastern sea- 
board, took about 65% of the animals and paid over 
80% of the sale total for them. The U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy Dairy at Gambrills, Md., represented by Mr. Paul 
Krause and Lieut. Eldridge, was the biggest buyer, 
both in numbers and dollars, taking eleven head at 
$4,580, while Mr. H. O. Norris, of Baltimore, Md., paid 
$4,065 for eight head, and these two, together with 
Cornell University, represented by Professors Savage 
and Harrison, with seven head at $1,700, were con- 
tendors on most of the better animals in the sale. 


Undoubtedly the outstanding feature of the sale 
among the larger consignments was the six head from 
Carnation Farms, Seattle, Wash., including as they 
did the top female as well as the top male of the sale. 
Carnation Royal, eleven-months-old son of Sir Inka May 
and Carnation Ormsby Parthenea, topped the sale at 
$1,225 to Elliot Springstead, Ellkay Farms, Cobleskill, 
New York, with the Naval Academy Dairy as the last 
contending bidder. This young son of Sir Inka May 
was a splendid youngster individually and one of the

best bred animals that Carnation has ever offered for 
sale. His dam, Carnation Ormsby Parthenea, at present 
Carnation’s highest record cow with her four-year-olq 
production of 1,076.8 lbs. fat, 33,251.4 lbs. milk, ig 
the highest record daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby; 
next dam a 910-lb. fat daughter of Matador Segig 
Walker, while the third dam with 820 lbs. fat is recog- 
nized as one of Carnation’s greatest breeding cows. 
There is type as well as production all the way through 
his pedigree and Mr. Springstead received many con- 
gratulations upon the purchase of what must be re- 
garded as one of the best bargains of the sale. 


Carnation Invincible, described as one of the best 
individual sons of Matador Segis Ormsby ever sired and 
out of the great 800-lb. fat dam, Nooksack Irma Segis, 
was a rare buy at $410, going to Traverse City State 
Hospital, Traverse City, Mich. 

All four of the Carnation females were purchased 
by Mr. Norris, the top figure of $1,025 also being the 
high price of the sale for females. This heifer, Carna- 
tion Superior Pauline, only a few weeks away from 
calving as a junior two-year-old, was regarded by some 
of the ringside judges as the best individual of the sale. 
Mr. Norris secured her only after a very spirited contest 
with Baker Farm of New Hampshire, Mr. Culver espe- 
cially wanting her from the fact that she is a daughter 
of Sir Inka Superior Segis, his former herd sire back 
in Minnesota. The dam, Pauline America Shadford, is 
a former world’s champion junior two-year-old for milk 
production with 26,484.9 lbs. milk, 932.2 lbs. fat. 


Other Carnation animals taken by Mr. Norris in- 
cluded Carnation Ruby, a yearling daughter of Sir Inka 
May from the famous grand champion, Ruby Fayne 
Posch, who brought $675; Carnation Parthenea Mer- 
cedes, two-year-old daughter of Carnation Ormsby 
Parthenea, thus being from the same dam as the top 
bull, sired by a son of Sir Inka May, brought $575; 
Carnation Ormsby Inka Matador, a daughter of Sir 
Inka May from a 920-lb. fat daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby, brought $425. They will make an outstanding 
addition to Mr. Norris’ herd which is already strong in 
this blood. 


The third animal to pass the $1,000 mark and the 
second highest price of the sale was Dean Colantha 
Pearl Ormsby, an added starter from the Detroit 
Creamery herd. This splendid aged bull, a son of Lash- 
brook Pearl Ormsby (971 lbs. fat), was purchased for 
$1,050 by J. C. Canby, Hulmeville, Pa., and A. F. 
Kriebel, Hereford, Pa., who also secured a full sister 
of this bull at $475. Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby herself, 
now nine years old, was taken by Dunloggin at $620. 
She topped the sale last year when Mr. Remick pur- 
chased her and she came back to this sale through the 
dispersal of the small herd of the Jerome H. Remick 
Estate. The prices paid for the animals consigned by 
the Remick Estate were way below the real value of 
these outstanding animals largely because of the fact 
that they were sold with no guarantees, or as Bob 
Haeger put it, ‘‘no hereafter,’’ due to the estate now 
being settled up. 


Another of the outstanding offerings and one which 
many had picked to top the sale yas Bessie Ormsby 
Frances, Reserve All-American Junior Yearling of last 
year and the first daughter of King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje ever offered at public sale. Due soon after 
the sale by Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, All-American 
Senior Yearling Bull of last year, she has developed 
into a wonderful two-year-old prospect, looking even 
better now than she did in yearling form last fall when 
she was topping her class at the National, Waterloo and 
a number of the state fairs. She went at $900 to the 
U. S. Naval Academy Dairy and may be seen with their 
herd at Maryland State Fair in September. The two 
distinguished male members of the Elmwood consign- 
ment were King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 29th, a son 
of King Bessie from a two-year-old dam with over 800 
lbs. fat, taken at $550 by Sarah van Hoosen Jones, 
Rochester, Mich., and Sir Fobes Pietertje Dutchland, a 
yearling son of Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld from the 
famous 1,000-lb. fat producer and breeding cow, Dutch- 
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land Pietertje Topsy Lass. He went at $500 to Henry 
Cord, Fredonia, N. Y. Fobes Ormsby Blackberry, the 
fourth Elmwood entry, a four-year-old daughter of Sir 
Fobes, freshened the morning of the sale, was taken at 
$350 by Edwin P. Boyd, Oklahoma City, Okla., a con- 
servative valuation for this 35-lb. three-year-old Illinois 
State Champion. 

U. S. Naval Academy Dairy secured another one ot 
the stars of the sale when SX Bess Ormsby Belmont 
from the John M. Dennis & Son herd was struck off to 
them on their bid of $875. As a calf this youngster 
was junior champion at the Maryland State Fair last 
vear and she has developed into a marvelous senioi 
vearling prospect. Along with this, she has an extra- 
ordinary pedigree—sired by Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Herald, a son of Sir Bess Johanna Ormsby, and out of 
Pabst Prilly Belmont, Maryland state champion with 
920 lbs. fat in Class B at 4% years, she by King Segis 
Aleartra Prilly. This heifer, too, will be worth a trip 
to Maryland State Fair to see next fall, being due to 
freshen at about that time. 

Another added entry from Detroit Creamery Farms 
was the young cow, Glencliff M B B Fobes Jettine, one 
of the daughters of Marathon Bess Burke purchased a 
couple of years ago from the Chaffee herd in Washing: 
ton. She has developed into one of the outstanding 
individuals of this herd, promising an 800-lb. fat record 
in this lactation, and bred to freshen right for the late 
fall shows. At $835, Mr. H. O. Norris secured a very 
worthwhile addition to his Wimbledon herd and one 
that may make history later on at the shows. 

Easily one of the greatest cows in the sale was Elsie 
Colantha Polkadot, consigned by John Zoberlin of Wis- 
consin. Her record of 1,022.4 lbs. fat, 31,244.5 lbs 
milk in Class B ranks her just about at the top of her 
class for production and she looks the part. U.S. Naval 
Academy Dairy took her at $760, and her yearling son, 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes Return, likewise, at $550. 

Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., sent down three 
head of representative quality, including two yearling 
daughters of Carnation Sensation, their son of Sir Inka 
May. These two youngsters were both taken by Mrs. 
W. S. Kellogg, Osborndale Farm, Derby, Conn., Pabst 
Cascade Louise at $725 and Pabst Cascade Eilene at 
$400. The third member, Pabst Virginia Rose Prilly, a 
three-year-old daughter of King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
was another U. S. Naval Academy Dairy purchase at 
$300 and represented a lot of value with this quality 
and pedigree. 

Another one of the bargains among the better ani- 
mals was the eight-year-old Ormsby Hengerveld Tehee, 
highest record cow in the sale, consigned by Bell Farms, 
Coraopolis, Pa., and purchased by R. V. Rasmussen for 
his Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., at $500. With five 
days yet to go to finish her record, this great cow has 
1,038 lbs. fat, 32,385 lbs. milk. She is a granddaughter 
of Ormsby Sensation and will be a worthwhile addition 
to the Elmwood breeding herd. 


The Femco offering was topped by Miss Dutchland 
Colantha Ormsby, four-year-old daughter of Dutchland 
Colantha The Great, out of Burbank Minita Pietertje, 
979-lb. fat daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th, she going to E. A. Baker, Rockingham, N. H., for 
$400. Mr. Baker also secured one of the beautiful two- 
year-old daughters of Sir Inka Rue, consigned by Silver 
Glen, at $300, the other one going to Cornell University 
at $325. This pair made a very favorable impression 
for their sire, the senior herd bull at Silver Glen. 


Stenzel Sir Fayne Ormsby, one of the outstanding 
mature bull offerings, from Middleton Farms, Black 
River, N. Y., was unfortunate in drawing a position 
right at the close of the sale and went way below value 
for a proven bull of this merit at $325 to A. L. Godfrey, 
Elkhorn, Wis. 


George N. Roberts, Warner, N. H., represented by 
Jack Kerr, secured three fine additions to his herd at 
an average of less than $300 each. These included a 
beautiful Canadian five-year-old from Hemlock Park 
Farm, a yearling daughter of the famous 942-lb. fat 
grand champion, Lady Norfolk Abbekerk from Harry 
Yates, and a two-year-old daughter of the 31,000-lb. 
cow, Gertrude Pineridge Sylvia, by DeCreamCo Bess 
Burke Fobes, from Detroit Creamery. 

Mrs. A. B. Colville, St. Henri de Mascouche, Quebec, 
was a bidder on quite a few of the better offerings, her 
purchases finally totaling three for $920, the highest 
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price being $425 for Pauline Echo Posch, a six-year-old 
daughter of Count Paul Echo Posch with a three-year- 
old record of 750 lbs. fat, consigned by Harry Yates. 

Henry Cord, in addition to the Elmwood bull pre- 
viously mentioned, purchased three females, his total 
purchases amounting to $1,280. Among them were 
Baker Farm Blanche, a daughter of Ormsby Direct from 
Baker Farm, and Bell Farm Gardenia, a daughter of 
North Star Ozone Champion from Wisconsin Industrial 
School, each at $310. 

It was noticeable throughout the sale that type was 
an essential factor in establishing value and that in the 
absence of pleasing conformation, bids were slow and 
low regardless of the record. “With this statement in 
mind the following analysis of the sale by ages, records 
and record-backing is of especial interest: 

Females with 7-day records included one which sold 
for $350, eighteen females with S. O. records averaged 
$315.55 ($55-$835); two females in milk from dams 
with 7-day records averaged $210 ($150-$250), nine 
others from dams with ‘S. O. records averaged $260 
($125-$475) and four others from untested dams aver- 
aged $258.75 ($175-$310). In all, 34 females in milk 
averaged $288.97 ($55-$835). Among the females not 
yet in milk under two years of age were seventeen bred 
heifers averaging $381.11 ($60-$1,025), three heifers 
not bred which averaged $505.66 ($400-$725) and five 
heifer calves which averaged $170 ($100-$300). Of 
these, two were from dams with 7-day records and aver- 
aged $402.50 ($130-$675), eighteen from dams with 
S. O. records and averaged $406.94 ($60-$1,025) and 
five others were from untested dams and averaged $150 
($120-$200). Fifteen bulls were sold for an average 
of $392.33 ($100-$1,225) and of these fourteeen were 
from dams with S. O. records and averaged $412.85 
($100-$1,225). the other bull being from an untested 
dam and selling for $105. 

The sale, as last year, was held in one of the storage 
barns at Detroit Creamery Farms under the management 
of Paul B. Misner, who overlooked no detail for the 
comfort and convenience, both of the visitors and con- 
signors. The sales force consisted of Messrs. Haeger, 
Mack and Andrews with G. R. Melin as announcer. Fol- 
lowing is the list of animals selling for $200 or over with 
the names and addresses of buyers:

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The Advanced Registry Dep’t 


By H. W. NORTON, JR., Supt. 


Editor’s Note: Supt. Norton’s annual 
report formed the basis of the article on 
A. R. Testing in 1931, which we presented 
in our issue of April 28, giving the de- 
tails of the records of the year, and this 
miuterial we are not repeating in this 
presentation of Mr. Norton’s comments 
and report of the year’s activities in his 
department. For the detailed figures of 
the leading producers of the past year, 
reference is made to the World of April 
23. Members desiring the complete re- 
port in pamphlet form may secure it and 


the other annual reports of officers by 
requesting same from Secretary Hough- 
ton Seaverns, Brattleboro, Vermont. 


PERIOD of hard times always 
A results in some good for it 

brings us face to face with the 
facts. It is time now to get down to 
fundamentals and to take stock of the 
basic principles of dairying. Every 
breeder of pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle should have a definite and com- 
prehensive breeding program. Hap- 
hazard methods seldom result in real 
progress in any line, and there is 
small chance of attaining success by such methods in 
building a herd of pure bred animals. First, we must look 
closely to the health of the animals. This, of course, is a 
fundamental consideration. A pure bred herd designed as 
a source of seed stock for the dairy herds of the com- 
munity must of necessity be surrounded with every safe- 
guard as to health. Good care and feed are also primary 
considerations. This does not mean elaborate equipment 
and expensive feeds but good comfortable surroundings 
and liberal amounts of good home grown feeds. We have 
been inclined during these later years to seek after special 
concentrates, rich in protein, forgetting or overlooking the 
fact that the Holstein-Friesian cow is particularly adapted 
to handling large quantities of roughage which any good 
farm can supply in abundance. To be sure, protein is an 
essential part of the dairy cow ration, but home grown 
alfalfa or other legume hay, properly cured, will go a long 
way toward requirements in this line. Roughage and 
pasture crops are the basis of profitable production and 
the dairyman who grows these in abundance on his own 
farm, and markets them through good Holstein-Friesian 
cows is on the road which leads to prosperity. 


We do not know just what may be the limit of produc- 
tion in a good herd where the factors of health, care and 
feed are all provided for to best advantage, but with these 
factors properly taken care of, further progress must 
depend chiefly upon selection and breeding. Production 
figures must be a part of the breeding program and con- 
tinuous testing of the entire herd year after year is the 
only way to carry out a constructive plan for building a 
high producing herd. The inheritance of our dairy cattle 
even among the pure breeds is too mixed to make it safe 
to follow any other plan of selection. Testing every animal 
in the herd year after year will find the ones that should 
be eliminated. The records should be studied carefully 
and cows failing to meet the standard set for the herd 
should be disposed of. Careful culling of the lower pro- 
ducing animals each year should gradually increase the 
herd average and at the same time help to remove the 
factors for low production from the inheritance of later 
generations. Ridding the herds of these poor producers 
is the first step toward raising production to higher levels 
and it can be done easily and with great profit to the 
owner if the records of production are available. 


The next step toward increased production is more 
difficult and must be attained by the use of sires capable 
of transmitting the qualities for high production to their 
daughters. Given a herd with a 400-lb. fat average, it 
is no small job to locate a sire whose daughters will be 
better than their dams and the task becomes increasingly 
difficult as the standard moves toward 500 lbs. or above. 
Continuous testing of the entire herd is the solution and 
the only solution at present. By this method daughter- 
dam comparisons are made available and we shall be 
able to select sires capable of improving herds with a 
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400-lb. fat average and those capable 
of improving or at least holding up 
the production of still higher produc. 
ing herds. It matters little whether 
we adopt the Advanced Registry Test 
or the Herd Improvement Test for 
determining the producing ability of 
our herds, but our testing program 
should continue year after year and 
should include every animal in the 
herd. No breeding program is com- 
plete without dependable production 
figures for all of the herd each year. 
There is a great deal of discussion 
of the subject of selective registration 
based on production, the use of sires 
of proven ability to transmit high 
production and the question of raising 
the average test of the breed. All of 
these plans are contingent on a pro- 
gram of increased testing and this as- 
sociation should make a determined 
to persuade every breeder to 
adopt a real breeding program based 

on production records. A definite appropriation to the 
Extension Service Department for the specific purpose 
of an experimental campaign in several states to promote 
testing of herds would quickly determine the possibilities 
in this field. Such a program should be in the nature of a 
selling campaign directed to the individual breeder on his 
farm and could well be started during the coming year. 





During 1931 the registrations of females totalled 70,535 
and during the year 3,869 long-time Advanced Registry 
tests were completed. However, as 443 of these were 
double records, where the cow was credited with a ten- 
months’ and a yearly record in the same lactation, only 
3,426 cows were tested so that we actually tested some- 
what less than 5% as many females in the T’en-Months’ 
and Yearly Divisions of Advanced Registry as were re- 
corded during the year. This is the best showing we 
have ever made in any one year in comparison to regis- 
trations, but it is altogether too small a percentage for the 
rapid advancement of the breed. If we combine the Ad- 
vanced Registry and Herd Improvement Tests for the 
year, after making due allowance for duplications between 
the two tests, we find that we completed long-time records 
on about 11% as many females as were recorded during 
the year and this total of all animals tested should be in- 
creased to 25% if it is in any way possible to do so. 


Department of Advanced Registry 


The downward trend in seven-day testing, which be- 
gan in 1922, continued during the past year and only 209 
tests were reported in the Seven-Day Division for the year 
1931. Our last annual report showed that 343 seven-day 
tests were completed in the nine months’ testing period 
reported, equivalent to 457 on a twelve months’ basis. 
Comparing this number with the 209 seven-day tests 
for the past year, we find a decrease of 54.3% in seven- 
day testing, which is very nearly the same as the com- 
parison between the two previous years when a decrease 
of 53.4% was shown. 


In the long-time testing divisions, however, testing has 
continued to increase in line with the upward curve, 
which began in 1928, and 3,869 records were completed 
in the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divisions during the year 
ended December 31, 1931. With the exception of the year 
1923, when 4,184 records were reported in the long-time 
divisions, this total of 3,869 is the largest number of tests 
ever reported in a single year in the Ten-Months’ and 
Yearly Divisions. Compared with the nine-months’ test- 
ing period ended December 31, 1930, adjusted to a twelve 
months’ basis, we find an increase of approximately 14% 
in long-time testing during the past year, a remarkable 
showing in the face of the most serious financial depres- 
sion the country has experienced in years. 


As noted last year, Classification B is steadily in- 


creasing in popularity at the expense of Classification A, 
with “C” holding about even. The figures for the past 
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five years show this gradual gain in Classification B as 
follews:

for several years the division of the long-time records 
has been approximately 70% yearly and 30% ten-months’ 
and the past year was just about the same, with 2,742 
of the 3,869 tests reported in the Yearly Division and 
1.127 in the Ten-Months’ Division. 

It is extremely gratifying to find that in addition to 
the very large increase in the number of records completed 
during the year there is also an increase in the average 
production shown in both the Ten-Months’ and Yearly 
Divisions. The last annual report showed that 722 cows 
and heifers tested in the Ten-Months’ Division averaged 
13,813.8 Ibs. milk and 469.7 lbs. fat and this report shows 
that 1,127 cows and heifers tested in the same division 
during 1931 averaged 13,865 lbs. milk and 470.5 lbs. fat. 
For the Yearly Division, the last annual report showed 
1,824 cows and heifers with an average of 16,899.7 Ibs. 
milk and 575.1 lbs. fat as compared to 2,742 cows and 
heifers tested during 1931 and averaging 17,023.6 lbs. milk 
and 577.3 Ib. fat, a gain of 2.2 lbs. fat for each record 
and approximately 50% increase in the number of records 
reported. 


The summaries for all long-time tests completed to 
December 31, 1931, show that 30,374 yearly tests of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cows and heifers of all ages average 16,767.7 
Ibs. milk, 3.41% fat and 569.6 lbs. fat in 348 days; and 
that 10,534 ten-months’ tests average 14,044.9 lbs. milk, 
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3.38% fat and 474.6 lbs. fat for 298 days. 
Check Testing 

The importance of carefully checking the records, and 
particularly the larger records, by various special tests 
can scarcely be over-estimated. The purpose of these 
special tests is to thoroughly substantiate the records 
reported so that their integrity may be unquestioned in 
the minds of the breeders and the general public and full 
confidence in their accuracy may be maintained. Every 
breeder should welcome all special tests in his herd as a 
protection to his investment in Advanced Registry records. 


During the year a total of 970 check tests of various 
kinds were conducted. These included 946 tests of cows 
and heifers on test in the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Di- 
visions and 24 verification tests of 24 to 48 hours’ duration 
in connection with seven-day official tests. Of the 946 
special tests made in connection with long-time records, 
495 were regular retests made under the rules which 
require automatic retests with certain large productions, 
348 were special check tests made under instructions sent 
out by the Advanced Registry Office, 301 of these being 
conducted by supervisors from without the state, and 103 
were special constant watch tests ranging from 48 to 96 
hours’ duration and conducted by two or three super- 
visors, depending upon the number of cows tested. 


The Blue Book 


Volume 42 of the Blue Book, reporting all Advanced 
Registry tests completed during the nine-months’ period 
ended December 31, 1930, was distributed during July, 1931. 
In addition to the lists of records reported for the year, 
Volume 42 includes the lists of active sires and dams with 
their daughters; sires with six or more 600-lb. fat daugh- 
ters: cows with 600-lb. fat records having daughters with 
600-1b. fat records; cows with four or more yearly or ten- 


-months’ records and the several lists of leaders in the 


different divisions by age classes and classifications, to- 
gether with the Honor and Prize Lists. The rapid decline 
fin the short-time testing divisions during recent years is 
a matter of considerable importance in planning the Blue 
Book policy for the immediate future. Earlier in this 
report I have shown that there will be only 209 new seven- 
day records to be reported in Volume 43 of the Blue Book 
and if the downward trend in short-time testing continues 
at the present rate, the number of new seven-day records 
to be reported in Volume 44 would be not more than 100. 
On this basis, I would recommend that Volume 44, which 
is to be the regular consolidated volume of five years’ 
work, should be the last volume to include seven-day 
records in the list of active sires with their tested daugh- 
ters and in the list of active dams with two or more 
tested daughters. I would recommend further that Volume 
45 of the Blue Book be based entirely on long-time or 
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lactation records and that the sire list in this volume 
include every sire with a long-time record daughter and 
that all the long-time records of each daughter be re- 
ported. On this basis, Volume 45 would become a founda- 
tion volume for long-time records and consolidated editions 
could be published each fifth year with abbreviated edi- 
tions for the intervening years. 
Department of Herd Improvement Registry 

The Herd Improvement Test, which was established 
January 1, 1928, has completed its fourth year and the 
third volume of the Red Book has been published and 
distributed. In Volume 3 of the Red Bood productions 
are reported for every cow in the herd as before but only 
those cows that were members of the herd ten months 
or more are included in the herd average, the rest of the 
herd being shown in a supplementary list. We believe 
that this plan of figuring herd averages is more satisfac- 
tory than the cow-month plan, which was used in Volume 
1 and 2, as there are no combinations of the productions 
of two or more cows and each cow reported in the herd 
average represents one individual cow in the herd. This 
may result in somewhat lower averages than the original 
plan but it will represent the true average production and 
will eliminate fractional records. Volume 3 of the Red 
Book represents 229 herds including 4,635 cows averaging 
10,940 Ibs. milk and 366.7 lbs. fat per cow, with an average 
of 3.35% butterfat. Sixty-four of the 229 herds tested 
during the year are credited with averages above 400 
Ibs. fat per cow and 44 others, or 108 altogether, exceeded 
365 Ibs. fat or one pound fat per cow daily. We consider 
366.7 Ibs. fat per cow a very satisfactory average for 229 
herds and 4,635 cows, though it may sound low in com- 
parison with Advanced Registry figures. We must re- 
member, however, that there is a tremendous difference 
between averages for herds and individual figures for a 
few high producing cows and a high average for the 
entire herd requires not only a herd capable of high 
production but also good herd management throughout 
the year. 

The Herd Averages 

It is rather difficult to compare the figures for the 
different herds in the Herd Improvement Test because 
of the difference in the number of animals represented 
and the frequency of milking and for this reason we have 
grouped the herds reported in Volume 3 of the Red Book 
according to classification represented. On this basis, 
it is possible for the owner to compare his own herd with 
others tested in the same classification or combination 
of classifications. The averages follow:

The 229 herds including 4,635 cows averaged 10,940 
lbs. milk and 366.7 lbs. fat per cow. Sixty-four of the 229 
herds averaged over 500 lbs. fat per cow and 108, or nearly 
half of the herds, had averages above 365 lbs. fat per cow, 
for the year. 


Cancellations 

Certificates of Registry for 766 animals were cancelled 
from these 229 herds reported in Volume 3, or a total of 
10.9% of all cows tested. These cancellations are entirely 
voluntary on the part of the herd owner who is privileged 
to have the low producing members omitted from the herd 
average if he is willing to cancel their certificates of 
registry. It is interesting to note that 739 certificates, 
or 11.4%, were cancelled in Volume 1, 688, or 11.3%, in 
Volume 2 and 766, or 10.9%, in Volume 3. On this basis 
of cancelling the lower 10% of the producing herd each 
year the Herd Test should be an important factor in 
breed improvement if adopted by a large number of herds. 
This is the sad part of the story—less than 250 herds on 
test. Instead, we should have 2,500 herds at least and 
we would then be able to accomplish, in part at least, the 
object in view when the Herd Improvement Test was 
established.

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What Does the Future Hold? 


By K. L. HATCH, University of Wisconsin 


N old, old story tells how an ancient king called 
A his wise men together and directed them to form- 

ulate a proverb that would tell an eternal truth 
in a few short words. He said: ‘‘An eternal truth is 
one that holds for all the ages of the past, is equally 
true for the present, and will continue to be true for all 
time to come.”’ 

The ‘‘wise man’”’ who failed in this task was to be 
stripped of his influence and power but to the success- 
ful one was promised the hand of the king’s daughter 
and the half of his kingdom. The king’s reward went 
to the sage who tersely said: 

“And This Too Shall Pass Away” 


Nothing in the world of men is more certain than 
the passing of things that are. Is the Holstein breed 
now in the height of its ascendency, facing early obliv- 


ion? If so, it should give us pause. 
The Battle of the Breeds Is On 
Already the battle of the breeds has begun. We 


can no longer evade or ignore it. Consumer preference 
for high fat milk and a deep cream line is being en- 
couraged and developed. The very organizations that 
have been instituted to guard the interests of consumers 
contribute to this end. Boards of Health and city 
ordinances protect fluid milk markets and help to main- 
tain prices against outside competition. As a result of 
stable prices the city market is eagerly sought by out- 
siders clamoring to get in. Milk depots, roadside stands 
and grocery stores, set up just outside the corporate 
limits—hence not subject to city regulation—cut prices 
in their bid for customers. To meet this competition, 
high fat milk is being offered to the city trade. Can the 
Holstein breed meet this competition? It cannot under 
existing laws. These laws, most of then enacted half a 
century ago, are out-of-date; according to the ancient 
proverb—‘‘They,too, should pass away.”’ 

Old Definitions of Milk 


In Wisconsin, the first law defining milk was written 
in 1866, revised in 1878 and has remained practically 
unchanged since that time. It reads: ‘“‘Milk is the 
fresh, clean, lacteal secretion obtained by the complete 
milking of one or more healthy cows, properly fed and 
kept, excluding that obtained within eight days before 
and four days after calving, and containing not less than 
eight and one-half (8.5) per cent of solids not fat and 
not less than three (3.0) per cent of milk fat.’’ 


The United States Department of Agriculture, in its 
Service and Regulatory Announcement of December, 
1928, defines milk as follows: ‘‘Milk is the whole, fresh, 
clean lacteal secretion obtained by the complete milking 
of one or more healthy cows, properly fed and kept, 
excluding that obtained within 15 days before and 5 
days after calving, or such longer period as to render 
the milk practically colostrum free.’’ 

Thirty-four states have established milk standards 
by law, nine others by regulation, leaving five states that 
have no legal standards for milk. In these forty-three 
States, the fat varies from 3% to 3.5%; the solids not 
fat vary from 8% to 9%; and the total solids, where 
indicated, vary from 11.5% to 12.5%. 

Now, why were these standards set up? For the 
protection of the consumer against the common frauds 
of skimming and watering, as well as for the protection 
of farmers who pooled their milk and sold it in common. 

Newer Knowledge of Milk 


But since that time we have learned at least ninety 
per cent cf what we now know about milk and its dis- 
tribution. The centrifugal separator, the Babcock test, 
pasteurization, bottling and city delivery have all de- 
veloped since these definitions were originated. 

We now know that ‘‘the lactel secretion 
from the complete milking of one (or more) healthy 
cows”’ may vary in fat content from 1.5% to 9% or 
10%. and that solids not fat have wide variations. 
We know of the variations both between and within the 
breeds. We know that there are uniformly high fat 
breeds and low fat breeds and that for fat content, the 
Holstein breed stands at the bottom of the list. What 
chance then has Holstein milk—under the present defini- 


obtained 


tion—in competion for the business of a public hungry 
for high fat milk? And should this public insistence for 
a deep cream line continue to grow, what future has the 
Holstein breed in whole milk territory? 
But Two Things Possible 
There are but two horns to this dilemma—either 
the Holstein breed, through a long,and laborious process 
of breeding must raise its fat content, or our definitions 
of milk must be changed to permit ‘‘standardization.”’ 


What chance is there to raise the fat content of Hol- 
stein milk? An examination of all the records made 
during 1931, shows that the average test of the 2,546 
cows in all classes of both the ten months and the yearly 
division was 3.4% of fat. Similarly a summary of all 
yearly tests, number 27,632 cows, gave an average test 
of 3.4% while a summary of the 9,409 cows in all ten 
months’ tests gave an average test of 3.38%. The con- 
clusion is inescapable that the Holstein cow is by nature 
a 3.4% test cow. 


Of the herds producing over 400 lbs. of fat reported 
in Volume 2 of the Red Book, the dominating test is 
3.4%, fifteen of the 59 herds being in this group. Of 


the remaining herds, two are credited with 3.9% fat; 
one with 3.8%; five with 3.7%; four with 3.6%, and 
all the remaining herds, forty-seven in number, are 


3.5% and below. Not a single large herds of cows (of 
30 or more) has an average test above 3.5% in a total 
of fourteen large herds. 


The Holstein cow is a 3.4% test cow and the time 
required to raise the test much above this level through 
breeding would mean the extinction of the breed. 


What then is left? Only this: Revise our antiquated 
laws and definitions of milk to permit the Holstein 
breeder to give the public what they are apparently de- 
manding— a higher fat content than that contained in 
milk ‘‘as originally drawn from”’ Holstein cows. 


What are the compelling arguments against such a 
change? None. Would a definition that would permit 
the addition of cream to milk to raise its fat content lead 
to fraud? No, for this is being accomplished right now 
by the mixing of milk. 

A New Definition of Milk Needed 


Milk should be defined so as to include the product 
of the majority members of all breeds—both high and 
low in fat—not on the individual but on the herd basis. 
We no longer sell the milk from individual cows, but 
from herds; and so blended, that it is impossible to 
identify breed origin. Milk is an article that enters 
largely into interstate commerce and because of this 
fact laws and definitions pertaining thereto should be 
sufficiently uniform to permit of interstate shipment 
anywhere. 

Under present legal standards, Holstein milk from 
many herds could be barred from at least six states if 
the war on the breed should be carried to that extreme. 


A new definition, such as proposed, would protect 
the public, give the consumer exactly what he wants, 
work no hardship to any breed, and—more important 
than all to the owners of Holstein cattle, which con- 
stitute 75% of the breed interests in America—afford 
protection to a valuable breed of cattle built up by many 
centuries of patient effort. Otherwise the Holstein 
breeder may soon read in the handwriting on the wall 
that eternal proverb: 

“‘And This Too Shall Pass Away’”’

SECRETARY SEAVERNS ON DEFERRED REGISTRY 

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The Deferred Registration amendment proposed jointly 
by you and Mr. Noyes has my unqualified approval. To 
extend the period in which females may be recorded at 
the single fee, upon the filing of a birth report within 
60 days of the date of birth, is in my opinion a progressive 
step. 

It appeals to me because it would lead to the following: 
1. Breeders would be relieved from the burden of paying 

double fees during a period of adversity, when many 

of them find it hard to pay even single fees. 

2. It would give owners sufficient time (three years pro- 
vided they filed birth reports) in which to decide 
whether or not an animal was worthy of registration. 
Breeders would have an opportunity to do their own 
selective registration. 

3. The registration of unworthy animals would be greatly 
reduced and the Association and breed would benefit 
by the improved quality of animals placed on record. 

4. The filing of birth reports, showing sex, date of birth, 
and color markings, within a reasonable time after 
birth, is the best safeguard against fraud and mis- 
takes. It is an important precaution that every pedi- 
gree record association should require. The follow- 
ing require birth reports within the number of days 


indicated:

It would be the natural forerunner of Selective Regis- 


tration, which in my opinion should be approached 
gradually without making any abrupt change that 
would deprive any breeders, large or small, of the 


same registration privileges they have had for the last 

sixty years. In other words, at the outset at least, 

Pedigree Registration or Selective Registration should 

be optional. 

Even before the True Type models and pictures were 
completed in 1922 much had been said and done to impress 
breeders with the importance of type and selection, but 
the Association in applying a penalty fee for delayed regis- 
tration has not been consistent in its position in advocat- 
ing True Type and Selective Registration. Requiring 
double fees for recording animals over a year old has a 
tendency to force breeders to record before they know 
how their animals will develop. 

I believe Deferred Registration would become popular 
and be a great benefit to the breed. It would give breeders 
a better opportunity to practice what we have been preach- 
ing for the last ten years.

REGARDING TRANSPORTATION TO CONVENTION 

As a few delegates planning to attend the Annual Con- 
vention have written to me that they would like to make 
the trip by motor and have inquired if the Association 
will reimburse them for the amount of the railroad fare 
between their home town and Madison, may I explain 
through the columns of the World that the By-Laws 
(Article III, Section 10) state that each delegate shall be 
entitled to reimbursement for railroad fare expended in 
traveling from his home to the Convention city and return, 
and that all delegates going to Madison are requested 
this year to make the trip by train and to get a railroad 
certificate when purchasing their ticket. 

Reduced railroad rates of fare and one-half on the 
certificate plan for the round trip will be given by the 
railroads, provided the required number of certificates are 
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turned in at registration headquarters in the Hotel 
Loraine, Madison. This will mean a saving of at least 
$3,000 to this Association as well as hundreds of dollars 
to Holstein people using the railroads to go to the Con- 
vention, provided they get railroad certificates. 

Therefore, to make this large saving possible, I must 
request every delegate to get a railroad certificate and 
urge others planning to attend the Convention, whether 
in the capacity of members or visitors, to travel by train 
and to ask for a railroad certificate when they buy their 
railroad tickets.

MR. CRAIG DISCUSSES HIS AMENDMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It would be well for me to give to the Holstein Fra- 
ternity, through the kindness of your columns, the reasons 
for the proposed changes to our By-laws, which I 
offered. 

There is a demand that our fees should be reduced. 
Secretary Houghton’s office is receiving an innumerable 
number of complaints and I have seen such an expression 
in your columns.

If such a demand is justified and the membership 
should decide that a reduction is in order, then it is my 
opinion that this reduction should first be effected by 


reducing the registration fees. 
25% reduction. 

If I had not known that Mr. Bell was proposing an 
amendment to reduce the transfer fee, I would have pro- 
posed one to keep the transfer fee as it is now, but not 
to apportion back to the State organizations any part of 
it. 

These questions will now be before the meeting, but 
although offered separately must be considered as one. 

On the basis of 1931 earnings, the reduction of income 
of the Association under a twenty-five (25%) reduction of 
registration fees would have been $38,940.00. Our finances 
would hardly stand this. There was paid to the States, 
on account of the apportionment during 1931, $21,159.56, 
so leaving the transfer fee at one dollar and a half and 
not pay anything to the States, the net reduction of 
revenue would have been $17,780.44. The net reduction 
under Mr. Bell’s proposed amendment would have been 
$12,700.94. 

I have proposed a reduction of registration fees, be- 
cause I feel that it is here needed most. We need to get 
the animals registered. Once registration is omitted, we 
lose the business of registering their offspring. Many of 
the females registered are now sold from the herd, so 
there is no revenue from a sale to help pay the registra- 
tion fees. I feel that, where a sale is made, the breeder 
is more able to pay fees and, for that reason, propose that 
transfer fees remain as they are in order to help balance 
the budget. 

As another means of help accomplishing this balancing, 
I have proposed that the Association pay only one-half of 
the railroad and pullman fare of the delegates. This 
would effect a saving of around $5,500.00, being one-half 
of the annual cost of past meetings. It may be asking the 
delegates a great deal to do this; it is not done in politics, 
but we must keep in mind the best interests of the Asso- 
ciation.

AN OREGON VIEW ON FEES 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
I can see no reason for changing the registration 
fees. One dollar for a heifer and two dollars for a bull 


seems to me to be a reasonable charge for these, or any 
other times, even though I don’t have the dollar. I 
think the penalty fees should be done away with com- 
pletely for several reasons. The most important of these 
reason to me right now is that I have several heifers 
past a year old that are not registered. If a man is too 
poor to pay the dollar to register a heifer before she is 
a year old, I fail to see how his condition can be helped 
any by charging him two dollars after she is a year old. 

I have registered heifers before they were a year old 
to save the dollar, and then had to sell them for beef 
after they calved because they were no good. There is 
a great deal of agitation for selective registration yet 
this penalty fee tends to force every animal to be reg- 
istered before it is possible to judge whether it should

registering yearlings cf both sexes from August 1 to 
November 30, 1932. 


It is difficult to judge as to just what the result would 
be from these plans. We are informed, unofficially, that 
the Guernsey people are sending out their fieldmen with 
authority to suspend the age penalty fees as an induce- 
ment to their breeders to catch up their registrations and 
that they are getting a lot of them in that way that might 
not ever be registered otherwise. Their situation, of 
course, is quite different from ours for the reason that 
their fee for both males and females over six months of 
age is $10, as against $2 for calves under six months. In 
other words, they offer a saving of $8 and then are charg- 
ing a minimum fee that is the same as the fee we propose 
to cut in half. Our proposition would mean a saving of 
only $1 to members ($2 to non-members) in registering 
females—which is quite a different matter as a relief 
measure or one that would bring in any considerable 
amount of delayed registrations. 


The World recently enclosed a questionnaire in a letter 
we were writing to about 150 of our subscribers, asking 
for data on this subject. Out of 46 replies received, about 
two-thirds reported no animals in their herds above one 
year old not yet registered. These forty-six breeders own 
a total of 1,135 pure bred Holsteins, 94 of which are past 
one year old and not yet registered. They stated that 
they expected to register eventually 90 of this number, 
and if a moratorium pericd were put into effect they 
would register 85 of them at once. About two-thirds of 
them were members of the Association. These figures do 
not indicate such an overwhelming need for a suspension 
of penalty registration fees as we would have expected. 
Even in so good a year as 1929, members of the Associa- 


tion paid double fees on 26% of the females they regis- 
tered. 


Another angle of the matter is the equity of either of 
these proposals, not only in relation to those who have 
kept up their registrations, but in a larger degree to those 
who have been paying their penalty fees for delayed 
registrations in the immediate past. In 1931 members 
of the Association paid the penalty fees on 13,655 females 
and 3,160 males. 


Back in 1897, the Association tried out a similar plan. 
At the previous annual meeting a proposal to suspend the 
penalty fees for registration was laid on the table, but in 
March 1897, when the same proposition was offered again, 
it was overwhelmingly adopted, to cover a period of one 
year, and to apply to penalty transfer fees also. The 
results were negligible from the standpoint of increased 
business. The figures show an increase of about 400 
registrations during the “moratorium” year over the pre- 
vious year. The preceding year was the lowest for regis- 
trations in the history of the Association but better times 
were already on the way and business was apparently 
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just starting to pick up following the panic of 1893 and 
the recovery years ensuing, and Secretary Houghton re- 
ported that the last quarter of the year exceeded the 
similar period of the year before. So it is entirely possible 
that the “moratorium” year of 1897-98 would have exceeded 
the low point year of 1896-97 even if the penalty fees had 
not been suspended. 


Certainly we are for any proposition that will help to 
relieve the position of our breeders in the present situa- 
tion, and we doubt if it would result in any material loss 
of revenue to the Association if either of these plans were 
adopted. Further, it is, of course, desirable to get these 
unregistered animals on the books as promptly as possible 
while the owners’ records of their identity are clear, but 
our registration fees as they stand are very reasonable 
and until improvement in general business starts to make 
itself felt we would not look for any overwhelming rush 
to register over-age animals when members will only be 
saving $1 each by the process. True, it would be a mag- 
nanimous gesture—but we doubt if the effect would be 
much more than that. If any action is taken, however, 
we think it should be in the form of a resolution author- 
izing the Secretary to suspend those sections of the by- 
laws covering this subject, rather than cluttering up the 
by-laws themselves with matter of a strictly temporary 
nature. 


Deferred Registration 


In our opinion, the most effective relief measure in 
connection with registration fees is the proposal for a 
system of Deferred Registration, sponsored by M. S. Pres- 
cott and H. V. Noyes, as an optional addition to our present 
system. Under this plan, which is confined to females, 
breeders may file a birth report within 60 days of birth 
of the calf, with a filing fee of 25 cents, and then have 
the privilege of completing the registration at the mini- 
mum fee at any time before the heifer reaches the age 
of three years. This not only postpones the payment of 
the fee until a later date when the heifer is in production 
and paying her own way, but gives the owner an oppor- 
tunity to practice intelligent, ‘voluntary selective registra- 
tion. 


The idea is not new, in fact many foreign herd book 
societies have been using it for years; also the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club in this country. It was given rather 
earnest consideration by a special committee of our Asso- 
ciation, which was studying selective registration back 
in 1927, but nothing was done with it for fear of the fi- 
nancial effect upon the Association. Last year, it will 
be recalled that a somewhat similar proposal was before 
the convention at Syracuse, but was tabled for the same 
reason, without discussion. 


In commenting on that resolution a year ago, the 
World endorsed the soundness of the principle, and its 
value as a relief measure, and urged continued study by 
a special committee on account of the financial considera- 
tions involved for the Association. No special committee 
was appointed but an informal study has been made by 
Mr. Noyes and Mr. Prescott, with the assistance of Secre- 
tary Seaverns, and this proposed amendment is the out- 
come. Mr. Noyes stated his position very definitely in 
the Round Table section of cur issue of May 7. While any 
estimate of reduction of income to the Association under 
this plan is almost pure guesswork, we feel that the 
figures given by Mr. Noyes are conservative on the high 
side. They are based on the same amount of business 
we were doing in 1931, and we are actually running quite 
a lot under that so far in the current year. Our opinion 
is that Deferred Registration would result in less reduc- 
tion of Association net income than any of the other fee- 
adjustment plans under consideration. It meets the test 
of providing substantial relief to breeders through an 
opportunity to defer their current expenditures and regis- 
ter their females at the minimum fee after they have come 
into production and are demonstrating their worthiness 
of registration, at the same time giving the Secretary 
a better record than would be possible otherwise Secre- 
tary Seaverns discusses this angle of the matter in a 
Round Table letter this week. 

Half Rates for A. R. Animals 

Mr. J. G. Hays, of Michigan, proposes half rates of 
registration for cows with A. R. long-time records or Herd 
Test records above A. R. requirements, with the same 
concession for offspring of such animals providing birth 
reports are filed. There is precedent for this idea in the 
policy of the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association with respect

to sons of A. R. cows, which are registered for $2 instead 
of their regular $4 fee. Perhaps breeders who are doing 
c. T. A. or private testing would feel that they were 
peing unjustly discriminated against. However, if it 
should become necessary to try to make the Advanced 
Registry Department more nearly selftsupporting by the 
enactment of a higher scale of fees (as the Guernsey Club 
and some others do) this concession in registration pro- 
posed by Mr. Hays might be appropriately considered 
along with it. Our judgment would be to postpone its 
adoption at least until that time, for if all action taken is 
along the line of reducing the income of the Association, 
we are going to find ourselves in serious trouble. 
Half R. R. Fare 


On the other side of the picture, we have Mr. Craig’s 
proposal that the Association pay half of the railroad 
and pullman fare of delegates attending the annual con- 
ventions, instead of all of it as at present. This would 
probably save the Associaticn some $5,000 or $6,000 a 
year, Which in itself would be desirable. It also might 
insure a more business-like, interested attendance. There 
would be few delegates there just for the trip. On the 
other hand, it would have a tendency to make the con- 
ventions a little less democratic and would undoubtedly 
operate to restrict the more distant delegations quite 
seriously. The present system makes the conventions 
truly representative of all sections of the country and 
perhaps it is money well spent. 


A 1,000-Mile Radius 


Director Thomas E. Elder proposes to guard against 
unreasonable expense in this connection by an amend- 
ment which would require the annual conventions to be 
held within a radius of 1,000 miles of the City of Chicago. 
Roughly this limit would extend well out beyond the 12- 
mile limit on the Atlantic side, and South into the Gulf 
of Mexico, down as far as Austin, the capital of Texas, 
in the Southwest: West beyond Denver into Western 
Colorado; Northwest into Montana, and North beyond the 
Canadian boundary to the Hudson’s Bay country. In 
short, it allows plenty of latitude and longitude—except 
for the Pacific Coast country. This will doubtless be of- 
fensive to the hospitable spirit of our friends on the West 
Coast. Of course, there is logic in the argument that 
while the Association is paying the railroad fare of dele- 
gates, the conventions should be held within reasonable 
distance from the large centers of Holstein ownership 
and it may be necessary to set up in our by-laws this 
safeguard against the human frailities of delegates, but 
we doubt it very much. Personally, if the Convention 
feels that it cannot trust the good sense of future con- 
ventions in this matter, we should prefer to have this 
whole matter of determining the place of the next meet- 
ing left in the hands of the Board of Directors, rather than 
taking this roundabout way of saying we shall never 
meet in California, Oregon, or Washington. If the pres- 
ent by-law is to be changed we would prefer to see the 
Association safe-guard itself against paying transporta- 
tion to possible future delegates from Alaska, Hawaii, 
Mexico, etc. 


Smaller Conventions 
The Board of Directors sponsors a proposal to change 


the basis of delegate representation which would have 
the effect of very materially reducing the number of 


delegates elected. 


The present basis is one delegate for 
each district and 


one additional delegate for each 200 
members or majority fraction thereof, residing in such 
district. The proposed basis is one for each district and 
one additional for each 300 active members (or majority 
fraction). An active member is defined as one who has 
registered or transferred animals within the preceding 
two years. 

The principle of basing delegate representation upor 
the number of active members we believe to be sound 
because our present system of life memberships insures 
a constantly increasing representation that may or may 
not reflect the actual condition of affairs. Non-active life 
members would not be in any sense disfranchised. They 
would still have the right to vote for delegates and to 
serve as delegates, if elected. They simply would not 
be counted when determining the number of delegates to 
be elected. 


However, this two-way approach to the idea of smaller 
numbers of delegates in our judgment goes too far. By 
limiting the basis to active members and then dividing 
by 300 instead of 200, we would have a total of less 
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than 90 delegates elected. Last December the Secretary’s 
office made a count of present active members figuring 
those who had registered or transfered animals within 
three years (instead of two, as the amendment provides) 
and this results in a total of 93 delegates. The plan pro- 
posed would go somewhat lower than this. This would 
save about $6,000 a year in convention expense, but in our 
judgment it would not result in a sufficiently representa- 
tive body to refiect satisfactorily the wishes of the mem- 
bership in legislating for an industry of the size and 
importance of ours. We agree that some action should 
be taken to limit the continued indefinite increase in the 
number of delegates that would result under the present 
system. In 1922, the first year of the delegate system, 
when the total membership was 20,442, there were elected 
136 delegates from 35 districts. This year, 197 delegates 
were elected from 47 districts, and the membership now 
totals about 32,000. The active membership, of course, 
has not increased in this proportion, because when a mem- 
ber retires from the business, he is still counted as a 
member until his death is reported. It would seem to us 
that a plan of basing delegate representation upon the 
number of active members, with a rate of computation 
that would result in a convention of about 125 to 150 dele- 
gates would be a sound set-up. 


Office Procedure 


Secretary Seaverns proposes two amendments. One 
is in regard to accepting applications at members’ rates 
when signed by members, though actually filed by non- 
members, which seems logical. The other is to repeal 
the requirement of a telegraphic notice of election to 
delegates west of the Missouri River. The development 
of air mail service since this provision was adopted some 
years ago, with 36-hour service from Brattleboro to Cali- 
fornia, would seem to justify this saving of from $50 to 
$100 in telegraph bills. 


Limited Memberships 


The Polk County, Wisconsin, Amendment, seeks to 
extend the life of limited memberships for partnerships, 
corporations and public institutions to twenty years. At 
present they expire in ten years and nearly 20% of our 
membership fee receipts are in this class. We have no 
way of telling how many of the current limited member- 
ships entered are renewals, but know that many of them 
are. The adoption of this amendment would thus cut 
down income from this angle, perhaps by several thousand 
dollars a year. Would it not be better judgment to post- 
pone action on this until we know we can balance our 
budget without this added revenue? 


Election of Officers 


The terms of President L. M. Thompson of Pennsyl- 
vania; Vice President Frank S. Walker of Virginia, and 
Directors H. V. Noyes, of New York; W. H. Mott, of Kan- 
sas; Harry Yates, of New York; and E. S. Hass, of Cal- 
ifornia, expire at this time. The election is always an- 
interesting feature of the convention and this year will 
doubtless prove to be no exception. 


Next Convention 

With the Century of Progress Exposition at Chicago 
scheduled for next year, we hope and expect that the 
Illinois delegation will renew its earlier invitation for the 
1933 convention to be held in Chicago on June 7, 1933. 
Doubtless the general conviction of the fitness of such 
action explains why no competing invitations appear in 
the Call for this coming convention. 

Finances 

Most of the amendments to be considered have a bear- 
ing upon the finances of the Association, and must be 
given consideration from that angle. It will not suffice to 
say that the Association has a big Reserve Fund and 
deficits can be taken care of out of that. The principal 
liquid asset of the Association consists of its bond in- 
vestments—railroad bonds of a Triple A rating (the sort 
that are legal for savings banks to hold). In the present 
market it would be very poor business to sell these bonds 
to provide cash to meet operating deficits over an ex- 
tended period. The only sound and conservative pro 
cedure is to balance our budget as closely as_ possible. 
Accordingly, when we reduce fees and the corresponding 
income of the Association, we must provide compensating 
savings through reduced services and, of course, all pos- 
sible economy of operation. 

It seems to us, therefore, that all of these various 
proposals respecting registration and transfer fees, and 
the items to reduce Association expenditures should be 
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discussed and considered before definite action is taken 
upon any of them. For example, the Bell amendment on 
transfer fees, based on the number of transfers filed in 
1931, which is a somewhat misleading basis due to re- 
duced business in 1932, would mean a reduction in net 
income to the Association of nearly $12,000 a year, in ad- 
dition to some $26,000 at present going into breed ex- 
tension effort through the state associations. The Craig 
proposal for a 25% reduction in registry fees would re- 
duce income by $38,940 a year (1931 basis). The Prescott- 
Noyes’ Deferred Registration plan would make no re- 
duction in 1932, but would result in an estimated loss of 
about $10,000 a year over a four-year period. The mora- 
torium plan for registration penalty fees is problematical 
in its financial aspects. Usually nearly half of the regis- 
trations for the year are filed in the first five months. 
In 1931, the added amounts above the regular fees paid 
as an over-age penalty amounted to $25,889. So under 
the Mott plan, about $12,500 in expected penalty fees 
would be waived in 1932. This amount might. or might 
not, be made up by added business brought in at once 
through operation of this reduced price. The proposal to 
make limited memberships cover a 20-year period instead 
of ten years we would estimate roughly as costing the 
Association $2,000 a year in membership fees. 

On the other side, we have possible savings of $5,000 
through the Craig plan of paying only half the railroad 
fare of delegates and about the same amount under the 
Board of Directors’ proposal to reduce the number of 
delegates. 


With a budget just nicely balanced at present, it is 
evident that if all of these proposed changes were to be 
adopted—registration and transfer fees lowered, Deferred 
Registration adopted, the moratorium plan put into 
effect, ete., we would run at least $50,000 behind by 
another year, even with our present restricted extension 
service effort. It wouldn’t take many years of that to 
make our Reserve Fund merely a memory. Probably some 
further economies might be effected by using a less com: 
prehensive system of accounting, to mention just one 
item, but in general the only alternative to such drastic 
cuts in revenue would be to turn to the Advanced Registry 
Department with a tax that would make it self-support- 
ing. The net cost of this department in 1931 was $62,000. 
As the foundation upon which the breed and its popularity 
have been built, it has been the policy of this Association 
from the very beginning to foster and encourage this 
testing work as the best form of breed promotion, and as 
such, fees and charges have been kept at a minimum in 
order to encourage it to the fullest extent. The whole 
industry benefits along with the breeders who are putting 
their effort into this work. Perhaps it could be made 
more nearly self-supporting by moderate increases in fees 
for A. R. testing, but it is not an opportune time to go 
far in this direction unless we are willing to see drastic 
curtailment of Advanced Registry testing. 

Throughout this whole clamor for reduction of fees 
for registry and transfer, we must not lose sight of the 
fact that our fees in general, with the exception of the 
penalty transfer fees, are already well below what the 
other breeds charge for similar services, and where they 
are reducing some of their penalty fees for registration 
at this time, their breeders are satisfied with reductions 
that bring them down no lower, and in some substantially 
higher, than the fees we are now proposing to cut down. 


We hope, therefore, that before any action is taken 
the delegates will look carefully at the whole picture, 
and both sides of it, and before voting any drastic reduc- 
tions in fees—already low—will stop and consider just 
where those reductions in receipts are going to be offset 
in the expense column. 


Milk Standardization 


One subject which we hope will not be entirely over- 
looked by the Madison Convention is that of standardiza- 
tion of milk. At the Des Moines Convention in 1925, the 
Association voted its approval of the idea but has never 
done much active work in the matter otherwise. Several 
of the State Associations are now working on it— notably 
New York and Wisconsin—and we believe that further 
affirmative active by the Madison Convention at this time 
would be distinctly helpful. Prof. Hatch, in an article ap- 
pearing in this issue, points out some of the reasons why 
this subject is of major importance in connection with the 
whole future of our breed. We urge a careful reading of 
this article. 
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State laws in most of the states now prohibit standarg. 
ization of milk, although we know of no_ prosecutions 
where dairymen have increased the percentage of fat ip 
their product by any one of the several recognized meth. 
ods—fore-milking, siphoning or direct addition of cream. 
Holstein dairymen, however, should not be placed in the 
position of having to do these things illegally in order 
to continue to hold milk markets that call for a product 
testing higher than our breed normally produces. 

The benefits from such legislation are by no means 
limited to Holstein breeders, but is in the interest of the 
whole consuming public, because if Holstein milk (com. 
posing about 75% of the supply in the Northern States) 
is shut out of these markets, the resulting shortage is sure 
to mean greatly increased retail prices for high-test milk. 
Proper standardization laws will give the consumer the 
opportunity to purchase milk of whatever fat content he 
desires at prices arrived at by unrestricted market com- 
petition. 

The high-testing breeds are naturally opposed to any 
change which they feel would result in surrendering some 
ot the advantage they now have in fluid milk markets 
and which they are proposing to strengthen by national 
campaigns of advertising. 

Mixed herds, which so many breeders are adopting as 
the easiest way to meet present milk market conditions, 
are a tragedy from the standpoint of the future develop. 
ment of all breeds concerned. 

Free discussion and emphatic action by the Madison 
Convention to back up the effort now being put forward 
on this subject by state associations and to stimulate 
action by other states not now pushing the subject, may 
easily mean more to the future of the Holstein breeding 
industry than any other item on the convention program. 


Reduced Fares to Madison 

ECRETARY SEAVERNS requests us to call to the at- 
S tention of delegates and others planning to attend the 

forthcoming annual convention at Madison, Wis., that 
through the efforts of the Association most of the railroads 
have granted the request for fare and a half for the round 
trip to Madison and return under the certificate plan, pro- 
viding one hundred certificates are presented for validation 
at Madison. 

It is important, therefore, for every person attending 
the convention to ask for a certificate when he buys his 
railroad ticket to Madison, except those living in the far 
west where railroads make special round-trip rates to the 
East that are lower than fare and one-half. This will make 
a substantial saving to the Association, which pays the 
railroad fare of delegates, and to all other individuals who 
may be traveling by train to the convention. Attention 
of delegates is called to the fact that if the required num- 
ber of certificates are turned in so that the half fare return 
rate is in effect, no delegate will be paid a larger amount 
even if lacking a certificate, so it is important that this 
matter be not overlooked by any delegate when purchas- 
ing his transportation to Madison. 

As certificates are not kept at all stations, is is sug- 
gested that you make inquiry at your home far enough in 
advance so that your local agent can secure them. Even 
though you may not intend to use the certificate, be sure 
to get one for the benefit of others as it will help to obtain 
the number required to secure the privilege of reduced 
rates.

be registered or not. If they can’t just go until the 
breeder decides to register, why not try the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Noyes? 

And, while we are on the subject of selective regis- 
tration, it seems to me Mr. Hays must have stood in 
the sun a little too long, with his hat off. When a breed 
association has done all it can to insure the pure breed- 
ing of an animal, I think it has done its full duty to the 
buyer, as far as any rules are concerned. I don’t believe 
testing can be forced on the breeder any more than 
prohibition can be enforced. The buyers are being 
taught to demand some sort of record on the dam of 
a bull, and they are doing it more all the time. I did 
C. T. A. work and I believe that every bull I sold was 
sold because of the testing. Most of the bulls I sell go 
into grade herds and I can sell them without papers and 
so can the other fellow. If the buyer can be assured of

so that daughter-dam comparisons may be made at the 
earliest possible date, will help in proving sires and select- 
ing those capable of transmitting high production to their 
daughters. With this combination, cancelling the low 10% 
and using sires proven for high production, rapid progress 
will be made, again providing that a large enough number 
of our breeders can be persuaded to adopt the Herd Test 
as a part of their breeding program. Any constructive 
breeding program for the dairy herd must be based upon 
production records, records which include the entire herd 
and continue year after year. That is the whole story— 
more testing of herds. The herds need it and the breed 
must have it if we are to retain our position of leadership 
in the dairy industry. 


Department of Herd Classification and Sire Recognition 


This department showed a considerable decrease in 
its activities, as might be expected as a result of the de- 
pressed condition of the industry throughout the year. 
During the year 1931 only 13 herds were classified of 
which six were first classifications and seven were reclassi- 
fications of herds previously classified. These 13 herds 
included 377 animals of which 14 were classified as Ex- 
cellent, 71 Very Good, 125 Good Plus, 134 Good, 30 Fair and 
3 Poor.

Recognition of Sires 


During the year 1931, eight preferred sire certificates 
were issued of which three were Bronze Medal and five 
were Silver Medal certificates. Preferred sire certificates 
are awarded on the basis of the quality and type of the 
daughters and improvement shown over their dams in 
this respect, without reference to production. When the 
daughters of a Silver Medal Preferred Sire satisfy the 
production requirements, their sire is given the rating of 
a Gold Medal Proven Sire and two sires have achieved 
this distinction during the past year. With these ad- 
ditions, there were at the close of 1931 a total of 13 Bronze 
Medal Preferred Sires, 28 Silver Medal Preferred Sires 
and 19 Gold Medal Proven Sires. The 1931 list of Bronze 
and Silver Medal Preferred Sires is shown with the 
respective numbers of daughters in each classification 
group and the Gold Medal Proven Sires are shown with 
the number of tested daughters which have qualified with 
productions exceeding Advanced Registry requirements 
for the age by 50%. The average production of these 
daughters is shown in pounds fat, with the average re- 
quirement in pounds fat, together with the average in- 
crease over requirement and the percentage increase over 
requirement.

The New Office in Madison 

The removal of the office from Delavan to Madison 
was the most important event of the year and was at- 
tended by considerable concern for the safety of the rec. 
ords. For more than a quarter of a century the Advanced 
Registry Office had been located in Delavan and during 
that time it had grown to a business requiring, at times, 
as many as 60 employees. In addition to the office furni- 
ture and equipment in the way of typewriters, adding 
and calculating machines, there were an endless variety 
of lists of records, totalling altogether more than 800,000 
cards to be transferred and six large moving vans were 
required. Every possible precaution was taken to guard 
against loss or damage to the records and everything came 
through in the best of condition and without mishap of 
any sort. Wednesday, February 25th, was set for moving 
day and the office proceeded as usual on the 24th at 
Delavan and resumed operation on Thursday morning, 
February 26th, in the new building in Madison, so that 
service to the membership was interrupted for the short 
period of only 24 hours. About half of the regular Dela 
van force were able to come to Madison and with this 
nucleus of trained workers the task of reorganizing the 
office force has been comparatively easy and we now have 
a very high-class office force of loyal, earnest workers. 

The new building is strictly fireproof in construction, 
being built of stone, steel and concrete, and is one of the 
finest buildings in the city of Madison. The Advanced 
Registry Office is located on the second floor and we find 
it a great convenience to have the entire office on one 
floor instead of two floors as formerly. With the new 
conditions, we have been able to systematize the work to 
better advantage and to improve on many of the methods 
which have been used in the past in handling the records 
and the card files. The transaction of business through 
the office was seriously retarded for a time by the reduc: 
tion of the office force at the time of the transfer and 
during the period of training new clerks, but we are now 
fully reorganized and back on schedule, in spite of the 
fact that we actually handled more work during 1931 than 
during the previous year, and the office efficiency has 
been greatly increased as a result of the better facilities 
available in the new building. 

We believe that the Advanced Registry Office should 
be something more than a recording office and that there 
is much valuable data buried in the records which have 
accumulated during the years, which should be tabulated 
and analyzed for the benefit of the members of the Asso- 
ciation and students of the breed. Records of production 
should have a value far beyond the immediate increase 
in value of the animal tested. They should be studied and 
used as a means of evaluating the different families or 
strains, some of which might better be eliminated while 
others which are more nearly pure for high production 
should be carefully conserved and used as a source of 
high-class seed stock for the improvement of the breed. 
Statistics make dry reading but unless we study the 
statistics of records and make use of the information 
which they furnish, we can scarcely hope for progress for 
the breed toward higher levels of production and every

THE NATIONAL SALE 


For time immemorial it has been 
the custom for the breeders of the 
country to hold a public sale in con- 
nection with the Annual Convention 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. In the old days it was the 
Breeders’ Consignment Sale Company, 
composed of a group of leading breed- 
ers of the East, that held these sales 
under the direction of S. D. W. Cleve- 
land up to and including 1912. In 
1913 the sale was managed by E. M. 
Hastings, and in 1914 when the An- 
nual Meeting went to Chicago, T. E. 
Getzelman put on the sale. In 1915, 
the National Sale was held at Caze- 
novia, near Syracuse, under the man- 
agement of the Liverpool Sale & Pedi- 
gree Co. and for the next four years, 
H. A. Moyer held highly successful 


sales in connection with the Annual 
Meetings. 


Then in 1920 began a series of so- 
called National Co-operative Sales, 
held under the management of the 
State Assocation of the state which 
was’ entertaining the Convention. 
Such sales were held in St. Paul, 
Minnesota 1920; Syracuse, New York 


1921; Kansas City, Missouri 1922; 
Cleveland, Ohio, 1923; Richmond, 


Virgina 1924; Grand Rapids, Michigan 
1925; Des Moines, Iowa, 1926; Spring- 
field, Mass., in 1927 and Milwaukee, 
Wis., in 1928. At the next three Con- 
ventions the Nationai Sales were held 
as private enterprises, with Paul 
Misner staging a Brentwood at Phila- 
delphia in 1929, W. L. Baird putting 
on the sale at Denver in 1930 and 


McLaury and Stevens in 1931 at Syra- 
cuse,

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The writer wishes to state that he is unable to under- 
stand farmers and breeders confining their cattle in warm 
stables and stanchions at other than milking and grain 
feeding times during winter months. 

For the past four or five winters my milk cows have 
not been stabled at nights but run loose in a well bedded 
shed with no door, where the temperature many nights 
has been thirty to forty below zero, and have never had 
a cow with frozen teats. 


“Twice-a-day” official R. O. P. records average 416 lbs. 
fat and 3.8% test on grain and low grade hay. Kindly re- 
member that this is in northeastern Saskatchewan where 
“the air is so dry you don’t feel the cold’’—until the morti- 
fication sets in. Incidentally, one three-year-old heifer 
that finished a record of 537 lbs. fat continued milking as 
a four-year-old, not being in calf—will possibly beat her 
three-year-old, making two R. O. P. 365-day records in one 
lactation period. She is in show condition and tested 
4.9% on March 14, 1932, according to Mr. C. S. Wood, 
Chief R. O. P. Inspector at Ottawa. She will be the first 
Canadian cow to have qualified twice in one lactation 
period.

A total of 1,515 enthusiastic Hol- 
stein supporters attended 15 ban- 
quets and noon-day luncheons held 
during the last two weeks of April. 
lt is doubtful if a more enthusiastic 
group of Holstein meetings was ever 
held in New York State. Every 
meeting was an outstanding success. 
Every meeting accomplished its 
main purpose, viz., to create more 
enthusiasm for the breed and estab- 
lish good will among the breeders 
of the local groups.

The Canadian National Sale at 
Toronto the day following the Royal 
Brentwood made an average of $189 
for forty-six head with a $605 top 
price and sixteen, or over one- third 
of the offering, reaching the $200 
mark or better. There was a large 
attendance on hand in spite of the 
rainy day and interest in the offer- 
ings was well’ sustained right 
through to the end. Thirty-three 
buyers absorbed the offering of 
forty-six head, including twenty- 
eight Ontario buyers who took 
twenty-nine head, two from Quebec 
who bought seven head, one from 
New Hampshire with four and one 
each from Illinois and New York, 
taking two animals each. The three 
buyers from the States thus ac- 
counted for eight head, including 
the two top prices of the sale and 
nearly one-fourth of the sale total 
in dollars. 


The most exciting point of the 
afternoon’s selling was the sale of 
Bruach Nig, a six-year-old consigned 
by Jack Fraser, Streetsville, Ont. 
A beautiful individual and grand 
dairy cow with a record of 18,000 
lbs. at ten months on two-time milk- 
ing last year, she had averaged over 
100 lbs. a day since the middle of 
April.

Apple Pabst, consigned by Hays & 
Company, was one of the real bar- 
gains of the sale at $205, going to 
Edgar Lyons and Albert Hunter, 
Streetsville, Ont. He is a massive 
bull of pleasing conformation and is 
doing such good work as a sire that 
he should have brought several 
times this figure.

thinks Holsteins are de 
popularity in Maryland, 
a few days of farm visits will con- 
vince them to the contrary. While 
many breeders have added a few yel- 
low cows under the pressure of milk 
distributors, they have the conviction 
that a Holstein will produce a given 
amount of milk and butterfat more 
economically. 

At this writing, the Maryland State 
Dairymen’s Association is still main- 
taining a price of 27 cents a gallon for 
basic milk and 18 cents a gallon for 
surplus. This in spite of a _ sixty- 
five per cent surplus. Is it any wonder 
that milk distributors should advocate 
lower producing breeds under such 
a proportion of surplus? 

The Maryland Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation is functioning actively as 
usual. President J. Homer Remsburg, 
of Middletown, is sending out the call 
for a state-wide meeting and consign- 
ments for the annual sale to be held 
in Frederick the week of May 20th. 
Every breeder having animals for 
consignment to this sale should notify 
Mr. Remsburg by postal at once. 


Plans have already been well made 
for several county show herds for 
the State Fair. Liberal appropriations 
by the State Association provide five 
county herd prizes ranging from $100 
down to $65. 

Prizes will be given again this 
year to organized counties in a con- 
test plan for breed extension work. 


The Maryland Association is put- 
ting all of it’s transfer fee apportion- 
ment into field work. Nearly all 
breeders in the eight active counties 
of the State were visited during the 
past two weeks. Thirteen farmers 
were located who are ready to pur- 
chase good bulls. 

None of the officers of the Mary- 
land Association receive a salary. In 
this connection the breeders of the 
State owe a real debt of gratitude to 
their energetic Secretary, Doctor Ar- 
thur I. Bell, of Baltimore, and Presi- 
dent, J. Homer Remsburg of Middle- 
town. William R. Whittingham of 
Glencoe, although not an officer at 
this time, is never too tired nor too 
busy to drive many miles in the in- 
terest of the breeders of Maryland. 
Mr. Whittingham started the series of 
State sales in Maryland about ten 
years ago. He served several years 
as Secretary and always takes pleas- 
ure in helping a fellow breeder. 

Another important asset of the 
State Association is the cooperation 
of Mr. Howard C. Barker of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. This is not 
simply because of his years of experi- 
ence as a Holstein breeder in Ohio, 
but because he has produced such 
good results in Maryland. Mr. Bar- 
ker induced the State Association to 
adopt the State herd and county con- 
test plans and appropriations. He has 
increased herd testing in Maryland 
and has helped many breeders locate 
better bulls. The thirteen farmers 
located during the two weeks who are 
ready to purchase bulls, will be given 
expert assistance by Mr. Barker in 
purchasing bulls that will put money

Maryland’s Leading Herds 

Fortunately for those who need 
bulls, there is located in Maryland 
some of the real outstanding herds of 


the East. It is doubtful if, even in 
the whole country, there is a herd 
possessing more animals of such 


breeding and type as you will see in 
the Dunloggin herd at Ellicott City. 
It is a great inspiration to see them. 

Among the very choicest you will 
find Elnora Della Burke, the famous 
Grand Champion. Mercedes Ormsby 
Aaggie, the second highest priced ani- 
mal at last year’s Royal Brentwood. 
She has since completed a record of 
990 pounds of fat and is due again 
in a month. If Paul Misner asks you 
to guess her weight, be prepared to 
tell him. She tipped the scales at 2,- 
060 pounds the day I was there. She 
has wonderful smooth type, not 
coarse, and is very impressive. Strath- 
more Ruby Matchless, the All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old of 1930, is making a 
fine record. A new cow barn to house 
sixty additional animals, is nearing 
completion. The “get” of their Prilly 
bull, a son of Pabst American Beauty, 
are showing great type, and promise. 
You will find a long list of high rec- 
ord cows, but only three bulls left 
for sale. Mr. J. Natwick is owner. 

Essex Farm Herd 

This herd is owned by Messrs. John 
M. Dennis and Son, Riderwood. I was 
particularly interested in this instance 
to see the daughters and granddaugh- 
ters of Westview De Kol Walker.

A. N. Crissey were the speakers. 

On Tuesday evening 34 Frederick 
county breeders attended the annual 
banquet and meeting of the Freder- 
ick County Association. President 
Roger L. Dade presided and led a dis- 
cussion centering around the topics 
of herd testing, State sale, and calf 
club work. 

County agent Shumaker gave a 
splendid report showing progress in 
calf club activities during the past 
year and of the show at Timonium. 
Mr. Shumaker was also called upon 
to present the Association loving cup 
to the owner of the highest producing 
herd for fat in the county.

The Field Notes which appeared 
on this page in the issue of May 7th 


were prepared by Kk. EF. Eastman, 
Secretary of The New Hampshire 
Holstein Club, Durham, N. H. In 


addition to serving secretary of 
the Club, Mr. Eastman is very active 
as Associate Dairy Extensionman for 
the University of New Hampshire. 

The following interesting story of 
the achievements of Holsteins in the 
Hillsborough County Testing Asso- 
ciation, is also submitted by Mr. 
Kastman. 

“The second year of the Hills- 
borough Association ended March 
Ist, with the good average of 8,360 
Ibs. of milk, containing 327 Ibs. of 
butterfat, for 630 cows, representing 
farms. This is an average in- 
of 262 Ibs. of milk and 26 
Ibs. of fat per cow over last year. 
Only three of these herds were 
milked more than twice a day. These 
three had a few cows that were 
milked three times the first part of 
their lactation period.”’ 

“While this county has always 
boasted high producing cows the 
value of testing work is well brought 
out by the fact that 15 of the 20 
herds that have records for the two 
years were able to show increased 
production per cow. This increase in 
these 15 herds averaged 32 Ibs. of 
butterfat per cow. The value of this 
increased production together with 
reduced grain prices, offset the drop 
in price by $2.00 per cow. That is, 
the farmers who raised the produc- 
tion had on an average $2 more per 
cow after paying for feed costs than 
in the previous year. 

To show that the good production 
was well distributed the report re- 
veals that eighteen of the 25 herds 
averaged over 300 lbs. of butterfat, 
and 90 cows made over 400 Ibs. of 
butterfat.”’
